J have been ſo little accuſtom'd to write 
verſe, or even to read it for many yeais ; and the 
little I have written, was pen'd at ſuch very diſ- 
tant periods, that I was rather ſurpriz d at they 
following thoughts flowing in the manner they 
did. When I began to write, I had no idea of 
ſaying ſo much, but ſimply proceeded without a 
plan, or even foreſight of ſome points touch'd 
upon; altho others with which the reader 1s pre- 
ſented, had forcibly impreſs d my mind: I do not 
recollect that I had ever pen'd more than twelve 
verſes, in the ſort of rhyme wherein they are

Tam told that tis much out of uſe, and lightly 
eſteem d by readers of taſte, but as the produc- 
tion of the pen of an old- faſhion'd Female, per- 
haps it may paſs with the leſs exception.

not rhyme exactly, I hope neither that defect, or 
the ſort of verſe will, to candid readers, leſſen the

_ tention in writing them. Of it's importance, 
and the propriety of publiſhing it; I muſt 
leave the readers to judge. 


Elegance of language, flights, or brilliancy of 
thought may not be expected from an old Wo- 
man, bending under a weight of bodily infir- 
mities; and who has not been much accuſtom'd 
to write for the review of the publick, either in 
proſe, or verſe; and it may be the leſs expected 
from me, on account of my religious profeſſion. 
- The people called Quakers, have ever diſappro- 
ved of the extravagant flights, romantic fictions, 
vain and idle productions, both in dramatic 
and other compoſitions, which have appeared 
in a poetic dreſs, as tending to contaminate the 
minds of the readers, with ſentiments and in-
